Sir John Cockcroft, Director of the 
Atomic Energy Establishment, Har- 
well, has been awarded the Kelvin 
Gold Medal for 1956. 

The Medal Fund is administered by 
the Institution of Civil Engineers and 
the award is made by a Committee 
consisting of the Presidents of the

In response to the appeal to industry 
by the Duke of Edinburgh to support 
the work of the City and Guilds of 
Lendon Institute of which he is 
President, the L.M.B.A. at the May 
meeting of its Council, decided to 
double its annual donation of £250.

Design of New Post Offices 


Changes in the design and layout of 
new Post Offices, which will benefit 
the public and the staff, are recom- 
mended in a report issued to-day (12 
(May) by a G.P.O. Working Party of 
representatives of the official and staff 
sides. The recommendations have still 
to be considered by the Postmaster- 
General. 

One of the more important recom- 
mendations is that there should be no 
more metal “grilles” on the counter 
that in future louvred-glass screens 
should be used instead. Another 
recommendation is that the glass 
screen should be lower in height than 
the present “grilles”, The idea 
behind these recommendations is to 
reduce the present barrier effect 
between the public and the counter 
clerks, and to bring design into line 
with the modern interior of offices. A 
number of these glass screens which 
have been in use experimentally for 
some time now, have been well re- 
ceived, 

The acceptance of the Working 
Party’s recommendations would also 


mean more floor space for the public 
in some of the new offices to be built 
in the future. 

The Report contains 37 recom- 
mendations in all, amongst which, in 
addition to those about counter 
screens and additional floor space 
are:— 

(a) That where possible cycle 
stands should be provided in fore- 
courts so as to keep cycles out of the 
way of people who want to get into 
and out of the office and get to the 
posting boxes and stamp- selling 
machines; and 

(b) That to make it easier for the 
public and the staff to hear each other, 
all but the smallest offices should be 
acoustically treated to reduce the 
general noise level. 


Housing for Aged 


A questionnaire is being sent to 
every local housing authority in 
England and Wales by the Minister of 
Housing and Local Government (Mr. 
Duncan Sandys) asking for informa- 
tion on the housing of old people. 

This action follows the Minister's 
statement in the House of Commons 
on Ist May announcing that he had 
decided to enquire into the arrange- 
ment that are being made for housing 
elderly’ persons with the object of 
seeing whether, having regard to the 
requirements of other sections of the 
population, old people are receiving a 
reasonable share of the accommoda- 
tion provided, and whether this is the 
kind best suited to their physical needs 
and financial circumstances. 

Mr. Sandys added in his statement 
that while this information was being 
collected, a qualified Ministry official 
would go and see schemes of various 
kinds in different parts of the country 
and report to him, and that he also 
intended to seed the views of the 
Central Housing Advisory Committec 
on the problem.

The questionnaire to local author- 
ities seeks such information as the 
number of old people on the council's 
waiting list, the numbers and types of 
new houses and flats provided for old 
people, the range of inclusive rents, 
and whether hot water, central heating 
or other services are provided. Coun- 
cils are asked if they make special 
arrangements for the welfare of old 
people in these dwellings by employed 
wardens or caretakers or by seeking 
the help of local health and welfare 
authorities, and voluntary bodies. They 
are also asked to state what com- 
munity facilities may have been pro- 
vided; for example, common rooms, 
laundry facilities and visitors rooms, 
and whether they have provided a 
hostel with board for old people under 
Housing Act powers. 


Solid Fuel in Scottish 
Homes 


Two hundred delegates from all 
parts of Scotland attended the Scottish 
Conference of the Coal Utilisation 
Council held in Glasgow on May 24. 
Solid fuel in Scottish homes was the 
theme. The conference was opened 
by Mr. J. Henderson Stewart, Joint 
Parliamentary Under-Secretary of 
State for Scotland, who stressed that to 
manufacture and export more success- 
fully than other countries Britain must 
consume even larger quantities of in- 
dustrial power and as far ahead as can 
be planned coal and its derivatives 
must be relied upon to satisfy the 
major requirements. These require- 
ments were growing at increasing rate, 
the equivalent of 5 to 6 million addi- 
tional tons of coal every year. The 
only way, he stated, to meet the posi- 
tion was to increase output and make 
the coal available go further. Large 
quantities of fuel were wasted in old- 
fashioned grates, stoves. boilers and 
kitchen ranges. This loss, he said, 
must be stopped and the sooner the 
better. 


Mr. R. W. Parker, chairman of the 
Scottish Division of the National Coal 
Board, dealt with mechanisation and 
modern coal preparation. During 
question time he was asked as to how 
soon stocks of smokeless fuel would be 
reaily available for Scotland. There 
are no vast supplies of anthracite or 
semi-anthracite in Scotland. He did, 
however, state that the National Coal 
Board were working on experiments 
to produce from ordinary bituminous 
coal a good smokeless fuel. A pilot 
plant is to be built in England to 
ascertain if this can be achieved at 
commercial terms. 


Mr. W. H. Sanders, M.B.E., 
A.R.1LB.A., presented a paper on 
behalf of the R.LA.S., in which 1e 
stressed the adoption of central heating 
by those who could afford it. 


To succeed in such a venture, he 
said, it would appear necessary to 
introduce some form of snob value 
propaganda to put central heating on 
the essential list for “keeping up with 
the Jones’s.” He also claimed that 
central heating would permit architects 
greater freedom in house design. To 
instal in a five- or six-apartment house 
a coal fire boiler with a relatively 
trouble-free life of up to 30 years 
would cost no more than £250 and 
operate for only £60 a year. A modern 
car costs three times as much and has 
only a quarter of the life. 


On the question of running costs 
coal, he emphasised, would be the 
cheapest fuel for a _ considerable 
period. That it was the cheapest form 
could be shown by comparing the costs 
of running a central heating system in 
a small installation suitable for a 
house. If the standard was taken as 
coal costing Id. for a certain amount 
of heat, then oil firing would cost up 
to 2d., gas more than 3d. and elec- 
tricity more than 4d. for the same 
amount of heat at the existing costs

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THE ASSEMBLY HOUSE 


ORFOLK is a county of broad agricultural acres 

and rural communities. In relation to the rest 
of England its peak of population and economic 
activity was reached in the Middle Ages and down to 
about 1700. It is therefore likely to contain more by 
way of “historic” than of important contemporary 
architecture. Good modern buildings are not, of course, 
impossible in its country towns and seaside resorts, but 
if they do exist they will probably be found to be com- 
paratively few and on a modest scale. In Norwich the 
City Hall, of the 1930s, is well ahead of most of our 
modern civic architecture, being closer in quality to 
Stockholm than to the belatedly finished new Council 
House at Bristol. Norwich, moreover, is by any 
reckoning a city large and prosperous enough to con- 
tain a fair quantity of work done since 1945. But this

year’s R.I.B.A. visitors are more likely, in Norwich and 
its East Anglian county, to be rewarded by buildings 
within the Norman-Georgian date range than by those 
designed by their own contemporaries. 

Norwich Cathedral, despite its vaults, cloisters and 
windows of the later Middle Ages, and with its great 
spire of the fourteenth century, is in its essentials a 
remarkably unaltered example of a great Norman 
Romanesque monastic church. It has kept its original 
apsidal East end more perfectly than any of the other 
English Cathedrals which were also, in pre-Reforma- 
tion days, the churches of Benedictine monasteries. The 
precincts, as they run down towards the river Wensum, 
are of great charm, and have the usual complement of 
pleasant Georgian houses in red brick. 

Norwich, like York, is well known for the great 
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number of its mediaeval parish churches; they are 
fewer now than once they were but their number is 
still very large. Not many are of real architectural 
importance, but St. Andrew’s is worth seeing for glass 
and St. John Maddermarket for its coved roof and 
brasses. The one really fine building among them, a 
great Perpendicular town church of the highest quality, 
is St. Peter Mancroft. Of the others, and again with 
good brasses, the best is St. Giles’. The Roman Catho- 
lic church is also well worth seeing, for it takes a very 
high place in any list of late Victorian Gothic churches 
and is wholly cathedralesque in size and conception. A 
more rare and remarkable ecclesiastical relic is St. 
Andrew’s Hall. For this, originally, was the nave of 
the great church of the Dominican friars, and is by far 
the best piece of mediaeval friary architecture remain- 
ing in the country.

In the secular field the city has its mediaeval Guild- 
hall, some houses, particularly in the picturesque part 
of the city known as Tombland, which go back to the 
Middle Ages or just after, and a rich assortment of 
Georgian from the time when Norwich was still 
important as a centre of the cloth trade. St. Helen’s 
House, in particular, is a fine building of the very late 
eighteenth century with a domed and painted ceiling. 
The Assembly House, mainly of the middle years of 
the same century and designed by Thomas Ivory, is an 
important instance of a Georgian Assembly suite 
restored in very recent years to its original beauty. 

Out in the county, the planned excursions are due to 
cover a very reasonable proportion of what Norfolk 
has to show. Those who explore in their own cars may 
well to wish to range more widely, and for them the 
architectural treasures of King’s Lynn must rank high. 
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KING’S LYNN

The most distant of the planned excursions is to see 
Kent’s Palladian glories at Holkham. En route the 
party will pass through Walsingham, where the Roman 
Catholic shrine in the genuinely mediaeval Slipper 
Chapel is more satisfying, and certainly less discon- 
certing, than the modern Anglo-Catholic one in the 
village. It is, however, a pity that the somewhat full 
timetable does not allow of a stop at Binham, where 
the Priory is of note for its magnificent thirteenth- 
century West front, for its tragically truncated Norman 
nave which is now the parish church, and for the 
excavated remains of its eastern limb. At Blakeney 
the church is important both for the seven lights of its 
Early English East window and for the tall beacon 
turret, some five centuries old, at the North-Eastern 
corner of the chancel. The quay, with its atmosphere of 
attractive maritime decay, is certainly a delightful place

for a tea stop; it is unfortunate that the bird sanctuary, 
far out on the point beyond a circuit of marshland 
paths, is too far for a walk if the party must be back 
in Norwich by that evening. 

Of the other trips, one of those to the Broads will be 
pure relaxation, but the one for which a full day is 
allowed includes an exceptionally rich artistic gem in 
the painted screen panels at Ranworth. The expedition 
including the splendid Norman ruins of Castle Acre 
Priory will cause many regrets that we do not have 
more survivals from the rich architectural legacy of the 
Cluniac monks. Wymondham Abbey, like Binham 
Priory, was once a dependancy of St. Alban’s Abbey, 
but before the Dissolution it achieved separate status, 
and its great Perpendicular West tower, a foil to the 
octagonal one over the ruined crossing, was built to 
adorn the parochial half of the great church.

HOUSE AT OULTON BROAD 


The house at Oulton Broad 
occupies a beautiful site on the edge of 
the Broad with views of the water with 
its yachts and the open marshes 
beyond. The house was placed as 
close to the water as flood level would 
permit and is a long way from the 
closed road. 

The requirements were for a four 
bedroom house for a family. The 
unusual feature is the large central 
living room forming a suite with a 
separate drawing room for parents 
and visitors at one end and a large 
family kitchen and dining room open- 
ing off the other end. These three 
rooms all face the lake and the sun; 
the bedrooms face the same view and 
have a long balcony with steps down 
into the garden. The whole house was 
built at a particularly moderate cost. 
Messrs. Tayler and Green, the archi- 
tects, were responsible for all the 
interior furnishings and also for the 
exterior landscaping. 

The client was not a keen gardener 
and the site did not in fact demand 
a fussy layout. The garden was 
entirely grassed over down to the 
water’s edge. A group of fine Scots HOUSE AT GUNTON 
pines dominate the house on the south 
side and other existing trees line the 
long approach drive. This garden 
requires the minimum maintenance to 
remain unharmed by young children 
playing in it and by the constant 
stream of yachting visitors. General 
contractor: Messrs. Harvey & Leech. 

The interior view is of the central 
living room opening at one end into 
the drawing room and at the other end 
into the large garden. The exterior 
view is from the east. The entrance 
to the house is in the wide approach 
linking house and garage. Separate ~ 
drawing room is seen on the left. 
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A house and garden designed by the 
same architects who designed the 
house at Oulton Broad, is shown in the 
model made by David Gray. The site 
of nearly two acres is part of an old 
large garden with many mature trees 
and shrubs and includes a small stream 
and an orchard. The house is placed 
on the highest part of the site at the 
end of a long drive up from the road. 

This house is one storey and in three 
blocks. No. 1 the living room, No. 2 
bedroom and No. 3 garage. The result 
is an easy spreading plan with a 
courtyard on the entrance side and a 
choice of views on the other side 
where there are two sheltered seating 
spaces. This has been achieved with 
a floor area of 11,000 sq. ft. and for a 
moderate cost. The slight differences 
in ground level are taken up between 
the three blocks by steps. The bed- 
room wing is planned to allow for 
future extension. The house is care- 
fully designed but appears almost 
casual and not formally composed. It 
is designed very much in the round 
and looks well from any aspect. 

The entrance court has the garden 
as its climax and is an attempt to im- 
prove on the usual large gravel area in 
front of a small house. 
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The housing for Loddon rural dis- 
trict council is part of a programme 
built to strict ministry requirements 
of 1946 up to the present and still 
continuing. This housing is in small 
groups scattered over a large number 
of separate sites. The architects, 
‘Messrs. Tayler and Green, tried to 
effect an all round improvement in the 
whole field of housing. in house plans, 
site plans, building detail, appearance 
and landscaping. 

The architects were amongst the first 
after the war to use long terraces 
which had been neglected since the 
18th Century. There are differences in 
the cost and use of ground plans which 
are obvious; appearance is suited to 
the particular features of the East 
Anglian landscape. 

Certain difficulties in the planning 
of the traditional terraced house were 
studied and overcome. A number of 
different house plans were worked out 
and these plans are used over and over 
again on all the sites, but with a variety 
of different groupings and change in 
such details as trellises, railings, brick 
patterns, bargeboards and _ facing 
bricks used. Each site has a separate 
individuality.

First results of the Government sale 
of 136,000 standards of softwood indi- 
cate that only a proportion of the 
stock was sold, as the official attitude 
to tenders was to refuse all those 
which did not offer prices in line with 
the present-day value of softwood. 
Through negotiations with unsuccess- 
ful tenderers, and by submission of 
fresh stock notes for tenders, the sales 
will continue over coming weeks, and 
there is reason for believing the whole 
stock will be sold. However, it is 
apparent that this sale is not going 
to create any precedent for low soft- 
wood prices, and will do nothing to 
bring down the price of timber. 


Reports show that some of the 
parcels of strategic stock timbers have 
suffered from their storage over four 
years in the open. Over the next few 
months this timber will be coming on 
to the market, and most of it will be 
going into building work, so some 
care will be needed to ensure that the 
timber still warrants its original 
grading. Dote has been discovered 
among pieces from the inside of some 
of the piles. 


Softwood stocks continue high and 
building specifications are normally 
easy to find. Where difficulty is ex- 
perienced it is local in character, and 
the competitive nature of the trade is 
such today that large importing firms 
are ready to supply direct to building 
sites at considerable distances at very 
short notice. 

There have been small reductions in 
the price of European softwood, an 
average being around £2 a standard. 
This gain is on the f.o.b. value and is 
likely to be lost before the timber 
reaches the builder in this country, 
having been absorbed by increasing 
freight rates and higher costs at ports 
and in the mills. 


Hardwood stocks are inclined to get 
out of balance in some parts because 
of the much reduced importing this 
year. Prices have been weak in many 
species, but some of these will become 
steadier this summer. Ramin and 
some of the Japanese hardwoods are 
continuing to sell cheaply, while a 
few of the West African hardwoods 
are also lowly priced, such as obeche 
and abura. Dollar hardwoods are 
aS expensive as ever. 

Plywood is in plentiful supply and 
still being sold at cut prices. The low 
cost of plywood on the market has 
encouraged a much wider use of this 
material in building work over the 
past month or so; it is almost com- 
petitive in price with some of the 
fibreboard sheet materials. There are 
signs that the bottom of the market 
has been passed and that prices will 
climb quietly over the summer. 

The fibreboard market is also well 
stocked, and the material continues to 
be sold cheaply.
